Borough highway crews have been busy patchijig streets onto which the highway 
department poured much of the $130,000 it spent the past y ear. 
The amount spent in 19 49 for patching, repairing and new^ street construction was 
$129 ,19 4, a check of borough books showed. Of this money , $62,232 w^as spent to meet 
pay rolls. 
The tentative budget for 1950, incidentally , calls for total highway operation and m aintenance expendi­ 
tures of only $47,500. which would not be enough even to meet the pay rolls. 
Since the beginning of 1950 the highway crews have been on a curtailed schedule. Even on this basis, 
total wages, including those of the highway superintendent, would be nearly $48.000 this y ear. 
Since this is the am ount tentatively allocated for all highway operation and maintenance work for 1950, 
where the money for m aterials and equipment rental is to come from is a part of the complex financial 
problem facing council’s finance committee. 
Of the money spent on street work ...................................................................................................................................— — — 
the past y ear, $80.194 was spent on 
patching and repairing and $49.000 
on new construction. These figures 
include w’ages. 
But many of the streets re­ 
paired within the past y ear are 
being patched ag^ain, as

“Under a state controlled economy,” he 
said, "or under conditions of ab solute monop­ 
oly, the b urden of negotiation and of effecting 
exchange falls upon the b uyer.

Almost all suspense, howev er, depends 
upon fear, so it isn’t practical to shut off 
your youngster from all such stimulation, 
Ev en his simple story b ooks depend upon 
fear for their interest v alue.

Snow 
W hite 
and 
the 
Sev en Dwarfs and all the denizens of the 
forest were afraid of the Witch. 
Jack was in m ortal terror of the giant 
after he had climb ed the b ean stalk, and 
so It goes 
Terror has fascination, so the 
children will elect to read such stories or 
witness such pictures. 
B ut w'e parents m ust always reassure 
the children afterw ards tha t such tales 
are only imaginary, and fhat giants and 
ghosts don't exist m real life.

YOUR HEALTH

MANY 
people 
suffer 
from 
sudden 
painful knotting up of the muscles of the 
legs. 
These muscle 
cramps may result 
from a v ariety 
of 
disorders; 
hence, 
a 
knowledge of the cause must precede any 
attem pt at treatm ent. 
A deficiency of calcium or lime salts 
in the b lood is one of the common causes 
of muscle cramps. 
This lack oi calcium 
may, in turn, b e due to failure of the 
parathyroid glands to m ake enough 
of 
their secretion. 
It. may also result from 
insufficient intake of calcium, an excessiv e 
loss or lack of v itamin D. 
Muscle cramps may also occur when 
there is a loss of chlorides from the b ody 
due to excessiv e v omiting or the taking 
of too m uch of an 
alkali 
preparation, 
such as b aking soda. 
Excessiv e sweating 
and diarrhea, as well as failure to get 
enough 
salt, 
may 
also 
cause 
muscle 
cramps. 
They occur in diseases affecting the 
nerv ous system, such as paralysis agitans 
m 
low exercise, chilling, and muscular fa- ™ 
tigue. 
Muscle 
cramps 
occur 
especially 
in 
elderly persons during the 
night. 
Re­ 
cently, a num b er of these patients were 
treated with am monium chloride, a drug 
which increases the acidity of the b ody. 
This is giv en in tab let form, three times 
during the afternoon and ev ening. 
It 
was found that such treatm ent was ef­ 
fectiv e in prev enting 
these 
cramps 
in 
three-fourths of the cases. The treatm ent 
is carried out for from two to four days 
and is then stopped until the cramps re ­ 
cur. 
W hen the treatm ent is successful, it is 
found tha t 
the 
patient 
is 
free 
from 
cramps for a period of from three to 28 
days. 
W hen they recur, the treatm ent is 
again administered. 
No ill effects were noted in the pa­ 
tients. 
Howev er, 
continued 
treatm ent 
should b e av oided in patients with kidney 
disease or those who hav e some other 
condition which m ay lessen the am ount 
of alkali in the b lood and tissues, for the 
degree of acidosis produced b y the giv ing 
of am m onium chloride may result in an 
excessiv e or dangerous acidosis. 
Those who suffer from muscle cramps 
will do well to consult with their physi­ 
cian concerning this type of treatm ent.
